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SHERIFF HOWE SAYS 
RECORD IS GOOD 

Oxford County Sheriff Alton 
Howe said Monday the public is 
welcome to visit the county jail 
and observe what goes on inside 
anytime. 

Howe, Democratic candidate for 
re-election, responding to criticism 
lodged by his Republican opponent 
W. Gene Bickford, concerning se- 
curity at the county facility, said 
he believes his record at jail is 
quite good, in as much as more 
than 500 prisoners have passed 
through the jail during the past 
year, 

Commenting on a recent inci- 
dent when an inmate walked away 
from a work detail, the sheriff 
said he is required by state sta- 
tutes to allow prisoners certain 
liberties when they are qualified. 
All of the prisoners at the jail are 
observed before receiving either 
trustee or work release rights. 

A trustee. he said, must be 
serving a sentence. Work release 
is allowed only those who have 
been held 30 days. In each in- 
stance, the inmates being consid- 
ered must display the ability to 
take care of themselves and get 
along with other prisoners. Both 
privileges must be earned, and 
shows they want to better them- 
selves, hé added. 

A prisoner on a work release 
program has an opportunity to 
heip with expenses including 
poard to the county, restitution 
that may be due, or even contrib- 
ute support to the family, 


Trustees assisting with work at 
the jail is a must, Howe declared, 
noting that the county budget to 
support the facility fails to pro- 
vide for laundry service, cleaning 
and other labor contributed by 
prisoners. 


Howe said that a recent escapee, 
who was serving on the kitchen 
detail at the time, was only given

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CANDIDATE BICKFORD 
ANNOUNCES PLANS 


William Gene Bickford, Repub- 
Jican candidate for Sheriff in Ox- 
ford ‘ County, today announced 
plans he would like to institute 
if elected sheriff. ; 

Bickford stresses the fact that 
there would be no change in dep- 
auties if he is elected, Under a new 
Jaw enacted Oct. 24, 1977, sheriff's 
deputies are now sworn in for a 
three year term, If for some 
reason a deputy is not meeting 
the requirements of his office 
then the sheriff.is in power to 
dismiss or replace the deputy. 
Bickford highly supports this law 
stating that it puts the deputy 
more: in the line of law enforce- 
ment than ‘a political’ job and 
saves the county a great deal of 
money in not. having to train new 
deputies at the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy, 

Along the line of training for 
deputies, the part time deputies 
now employed in Oxford County, 
on the whole have no formal train- 
ing in law enforcement. Bickford 
cites 20 years of experience with 
the Maine State Police in making 
his plans for, training for these 
part time deputies. A part time 
deputy while on duty has all the 
powers of arrest and the authority 
lof a full time deputy. Placed in 
such a position the deputy should 
be given the benefit of being fully 
trained for the job he is expected 
to do, thus making him a better 
Jaw enforcement officer for the 
department. At the present time 
there is no such program made av- 
ailable for these part time depu- 
ties. If they desire training it is 
being left up to them to seek it 
out individually from sources’ oth- 
er than the Oxford County Sher- 
iff's Department. 

Once an officer is trained and 
employed full time by the Oxford 
County Sheriff’s Office, the train- 
ing should not end there. Bick- 
ford while with the Maine State 
Police was given the benefit of 
attending many specialized schools 
for homicide ‘investigation, drugs, 
crime scene investigation and 
much more, He feels that in service 
training programs for full and 
part time deputies should be con- 
ducted here in Oxford County at 
the Sheriff's office. Training 
should be offered: for any new 
changes within the legal system, 
for investigative techniques, and 
miany other areas of law enforce- 
ment. Bickford feels these in- 
service training programs should 
be held on a regular basis. At the 
present time there is no such pro- 
gram in existence. Currently if 
any spécial training is involved 
for the department, it is to send 
one or two of the men to a school 
out of the area and benefits only 
a few of the men. In Service work 
shops would make these programs 
available for all the men, both 
full and part time. 

Oxford County covers a large 
rutal area, aside from state police 
many towns have no law enforce- 
ment other than the Sheriff's De- 
partment. Bickford states that one 
aréa that the Sheriff's office should 
develop is that of drug enforce- 
ment, Deputies should be schooled 
and trained in all phases of drug 
enforcement, including identifica- 
tion of druys, their uses, effects, 
and harm the drugs can cause. 

_ The area of juveniles is one that 
the current administration is very 
weak in; there ig no juvenile pro- 
gram in existence, Bickford feels 
this is a very important issue, that 
a good working relationship with 
juveniles, the handling of them, 
dealing with the juvenile and the 
parents should bé one of the areas 
the Sheriff's Office should give 
attention to, An officer working 
‘Spécifically with juveniles and 
their problems would free the re- 
maining deputies to return to their 
patrols, Juvenile cases are a large 
portion of thé complaints the 
Sheriff's Office receives and an 
officer trained arid specializing in 
that field would greafly improve 
relations. if 

Co-operation among different 
law enforcement agencits makes a 
strong bond for the departments 
to calf upoti each other for assis- 
tatice. Bickford feels that this is a 
must, Departments not working in 
unison cantot help but duplicate 
their services and areas they pa- 
trol. What this amounts to is a 
#ross waste of the taxpayers mori- 
ey.

What ave your home, furniture 
and your personnel possessions 
worth? ; 

Too many property owners give 
that question only casual thought 
until a windstorm, fire or other 
peril damages or destroys their 
homes, warns the Insurance In-’ 
formation Institute. ‘ 

While practically all homeown- 
ers. have insurance against such 
catastrophes, literally millions 
are underinsured. They are not 
valuing their dwellings properly 
er are overlooking the effects of 
inflation, now at a double-digit 
vate, according to the U, S, De- 
partment of Commerce. For these 
reasons, the Institute advises, 
homeowners would do well to re- 
yiew their policies offen and to 
check at least four phases of coy- 
erage. 

First, the amount of insurance 
on a dwelling should be based 
on the cost of building it teday. 
Neither the purchase a few years 
ago nor the current market value 
should be used as a guide. 

The Institute’ suggests that the 
homeowner consult with his or 
her insurance representative to de- 
termine how best to estimate the 
replacement cost of the home. By 
insuring to 100% of that value, 
homeowners will be sure of hav- 
ing enough money to build a new 
home of the same quality should 
disaster strike. 

If a home isn’t insured to full 
value, it should be insured for at 
Jeast 80% of replacement value. 
Even at that figure, a family 
whose $40,000 house is destroyed 
will have to pay $8,000 of the re- 
placement cost because it will col- 
ject no more than the face amount 
of the policy —- $82,000. On a 
$50,000 house insured to 80% of 
replacement value, the family will 
have to come up with $10,060 in 
addition to the insurance. settle- 
‘ment to build a new dwelling equal 
to the old. 

Homeowners who carefully re- 
view their policies learn—if they 
do not already know — another 
important reason for insuring to 
80% or more of replacement val- 
ue, If a dwelling with that cov- 
erage is damaged, the insurance 
company will pay the full replace- 
ment cost of any partial loss with- 
out figuring in depreciation, as is 
usually the case in settling any 
insurance claim. 


When coverage is less than 80%, 
insurers pay the larger of two 
amounts: either the replacement 
cost less depreciation; or a portion 
of the current replacement value, 
determined by the ratio of the in- 
surance coverage to the 80% fig- 
ure. 


,A second important considera- 
tion for homeowners is the value 
of their personal property. The 
homeowners policy automatically 
covers personal property for an 
additional amount equal to 50% 
of the insurance for the dwelling, 
but its value today may be con- 
siderably more. The only sure way 
to tell is to make an inventory.

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"35 MILLION ACRES SPRAYED 
FOR SPRUCE BUDWORM IN ‘79 


Approximately 3.5 million acres 
of Maine Woodlands have been 
designated. for spruce budworm 
spraying in 1979 according to 
John ‘Walker; Director. of the 
Maine Forest Service. The project 
is expected to ‘cost about 11° mil- 
jion dollars. Last year, 1,1 million 
acres were treated with landown- 
ers paying 62% of the costs. State 
funds accounted for 2% with 36% 
of the cost provided by the U.'S. 
Forest Service, Department of 
Agriculture. , 


Walker said. adverse. weather 
during last year’s spraying opera- 
tion “prevented ‘the timely appli- 
eation of pesticides in many 
areas,” The forestry chief said 
that this. led to “heavy defoliation 
even in sprayed areas and means 
the areas will have to be treated 
again this year if the trees are 
to be saved.”
